Army engineers have declared 
emphatically that the entire series 
of dams was designed only for pro- 
viding a niné-foot channel in the 
upper river, not for flood control 
ox generation of electricity. 

Secretary of War Woodring or 
the Chief of Engineérs may speak 
at a formal dedication of Alton 
Dam this summer.

A. F. L. SHOE WORKERS VOTE 
~ JO REJECT PAY REDUCTION 


Action Follows That of C I 0; Next 
Move Is Up to 
Employers. 

A. F. of L. shoe workers, mem- 
bers of the Joint Council of the 
Boot & Shoe Workers’ Interna- 
tionaltional Union, rejected the 
wage cut proposed by five St. Louis 
shoe companies in a vote tabulated 
last night. Previously the C I O 
United Shoe Workers announced 

their opposition to the wage cut. 

Charles Holmes, business repre- 
sentative of the A. F. of L. shoe 
workers, said the vote was 4% to 
1 against the cut, originally an- 
nounced as 10 per cent but later 
reduced to 9 per cent. Holmes said 
that “the next move is up to the 
employers,” adding that he did not 
anticipate a strike. The Boot & 
Shoe Workers’ Union claims 4000 
members here. 

The five companies, which

If only because it represents the breakaway of 
the La Follettes from the President, the speech is 
a political document of the first importance.

In contrast with Barkley’s plodding dependability, 
Chandler has color, ambition and, as is demonstrated 
by his entrance into the senatorial race, plenty of 
political courage. 

It is certain that Barkley will have the full sup- 
port of the New Deal machine, because his defeat 
would be construed as a rebuke to the administration. 
Yet Chandler, with a strong State organization, 
seems destined to make a close race of it. Chandler, 
disavowing opposition to the President, nevertheless.

CLENDEN _ HE METHOD of the banana cure is de- 
scribed thus: After a period of six to twelve hours during which the 
infant receives only water, or sweetened water or sweetened tea, he 
gets no other food than bananas for the next three or four days. Ba- 
nanas are served in five daily portions, and the daily amount is from 
five to eight bananas. Skins are removed and the pulp is beaten with 
a fork and served to the child with a spoon. After the three or four- 
day exclusive banana diet, the child is given a pint of whole milk with 
two or three bananas beaten into it. This milk and banana diet is 
continued for the next two or three days, when, in most cases, a fuller 
diet may be permitted. : 

Failure with the banana diet is generally due to the introduction 
of even the smallest quantity of gruel, flour or other foods during the 
first three or four days when the exclusive raw fruit diet should be 
maintained.

QUESTIONS FROM READERS: d. D. A.: (a) What causes high 
percentage of sugar content in the human blood? (b) Ie excessive sugar 
content in the blood detected by a urine test? (e) What is the normal 
percentage of sugar in the human blood? (d) Does sugar content in- 
crease excessively overnight?” 

Answer: (a) Diabetes increases the sugar content in the human 
blood. There is usually a rise in the sugar content in the blood after 
a meal. This is physiological. (b) If the sugar content of the blood is 
high, sugar usually appears in the urine but it is quite easy to detect 
the percentage of sugar in the blood by the examination of the blood 
itself. (c) The normal percentage of sugar in the blood is 80 to 120 
milligrams per 100 c.c. (d) The sugar content of the blood is liable to 
decrease overnight because that coincides with a period of starvation.

N MISSOURI, May usually brings 
lovely days, but its weather is not 
of the picnic type. It is 

just as showery as April, and se- 
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grees at the warmest; at Washing- 
ton, 54 degrees to 74 degrees; At- 
lanta, 60 degrees to 79 degrees; Chi- 
cago, 49 degrees to 66 degrees; 
Memphis, 62 degrees to 79 degrees; 
New Orleans, 68 degrees to 83 de- 
grees; Denver, 44 degrees to 60 de- 
grees; Dallas, 63 degrees to 81 de- 
grees; Los Angeles, 53 degrees to 
72 degrees; Seattle, 47 degrees to 
63 degrees. 
Looking abroad, we find most of 
the great European cities much 
cooler in May than St. Louis be- 
cause they are situated much 
farther north. Compare St. Louis 


with its average of 67 degrees, and 


Berlin, with 55 degrees; London, 53 
degrees; Paris, 56 degrees; Seville, 
70 degrees; Rome, 64 degrees; 
Athens, 68 degrees; and, in the 
Western Hemisphere, Montreal, 55 
degrees, and Mexico City, 65 de- 
grees. 

In Europe, only the Mediter- 
ranean cities have May warmth 
comparable to ours. But we must 
recollect the fact that England and 
France are much farther north 
than the most northern portion of 
the United States; that London is 
about 900 miles farther north than 
Washington or St. Louis and al- 
most in line with the southern 
shore of Hudson Bay in northern 
Canada. But nothwithstanding the, 
to us, comparatively low May tem- 
perature in England, the: month 
there is regarded as late spring 
and sometimes is called the first 


‘month of summer, and Milton de- 


scribes it, “The Flowery May, who 
from her green lap throws the yel- 
low cowslip ‘and the pale prim- 
rose.“

AY weather here allures all 

people, that are “going con- 

cerns,” into the gardens and 
fields. The sun is warm, but not 
yet oppressive—or only occasional- 
ly so—ang the long days enable us 
to spend many busy, health-giving 
hours, after shops and offices are 
closed, in the sun, making love to 
Mother Earth. Danger of frost is 
almost entirely past. However, frost 
has been reported in the vicinity of 
St. Louis twice in the last 67 years, 
and on May 22, 1883 (which is the 
latest date in spring of dameging 
frost) crops were reported consid- 
erably frost-bitten in this area. In 
this connection should be men- 
tioned the remarkable snow storm 
of May 2, 1929, when four inches 
fell. This snow came in the wake 
of a thunderstorm early in the 
morning. Snow fell from 5:30 a. m. 
to 10:15 a.m. It was all melted by 
4 p. m. This is the only snowfall 
of any consequence cver recorded 
in May. The temperature went 
down to 32 degrees, but no damage 
to vegetation was reporte? 

Only two tornadoes are recorded 
in the history of St. Louis. One 
of these came in May and the other 
in September. The great tragedy 
of May weather was the tornado of 
May 27, 1896, which struck about 
6:10 p. m., and passed from west 
to east through the southern por- 
tion of the city, anc through Hast 
St. Louis, cutting a path about one 
mile wide and reaching maximum 
violence in Lafayette Park. In half 
an hour 306 persons were killed 
and property damage of over $12,- 
000,000 resulted in this district. The 
Weather Bureau wind instrument 
was then on the Federal Building, 
Eighth and Olive streets, about one 
mile north of the storm center, and

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Total Eclipse of Moon to Occur on Evening of May 13

HE planet Venus is yery conspicuous in the 
west immediately after sunset. It outshines all 
other objects in the sky except the moon. It 
starts the month in Taurus, the bull, not far from 
Aldebaran, and ends the month in Gemini, the twins. 


Mars is in Taurus, near Venus, but is much 
fainter and quite 

Jupiter, Mercury Saturn are “morning stars.” 
Jupiter is in Aquarius and rises in the southeast at 
1 . m. It is high in the sky at sunrise. Mercury is 
low in the east at sunrise at the beginning of the 
month, moves away from the sun until the nine- 
teenth and then moves back eastward toward the 
sun. Saturn rises at 3 a. m. It is in the southeast 
in Pisces at sunrise. 

The bright stars, Procyon, Regulus, Spica, Arctu- 
rus, Vega and Capella are still visible in the evening. 
Deneb is appearing in the northeast. and red Antares 
in the southeast. 

May 1—Moon passes 1 degree south of Venus and 
they are close together at sunset. 

May 1, 6:38 p. m—Moon passes 1 degree 27 min- 
utes south of Mars. 

May 6, 3:24 p. m.—First quarter moon. 

May 6—Meteors, the Gamma Aquarids, are seen 
‘shooting from Aquarius in the southeast in the early 
morning. . 

May 7, 6 p. m—Venus passes to the east of Mars. 
They are very close together, Venus being only 2 min- 
utes north of Mars.

May 13-14—Total eclipse of the moon. The earth 
gets exactly between the sun and moon and en- 
velopes the moon in its shadow. The moon is in 
the constellation of Libra. At 11:44 p. m. on May 
13 the moon enters the penumbra of the earth's 
shadow. This part of the shadow is just partly 
dark and the light of the moon is only dimmed. The 
dimming increases until the moon gets to position I 
(see diagram). Then the partial eclipse begins at 
a point 76. degrees east of north. More of the moon 
is darkened until the moon reaches Il.
